NORTH HIGH BASKETBALL TEAMS. 

The North High basketball teams again won the city championship. This is the third 
time in three years that the Pink and Green basket tossers have annexed the city title. 

The teams this year instead of being divided into weights as they were last year 
were picked according to ability. Team A was considered the best, B next and so on. 
There were four teams and each team played six games; meeting corresponding teams 
of the other three high schools twice. 

Out of the twenty-four games played North won fourteen and lost ten for a per- 
centage of .583. West won thirteen out of twenty-four and finished with .542 per cent. 
East tied with West for second place by also winning thirteen games and losing eleven. 
Roosevelt, the new high school, lost sixteen games and won eight, for .333 per cent. 

The winning of the tournament was largely due to the good work of our Coach, Billy 
Sherman. He was always on the job teaching the fellows how to play hard and clean, 
and fight hard at all times. 

North High had two teams which finished the season without losing a single con- 
test, teams "A" and "B." They were unbeaten in the six contests they played. The 
teams "C" and "D" were not so fortunate. Team **C" did not win a single contest, and 
"D" came through the season with just two games won. 

The teams this year, as stated before, were chosen not according to weight but abil- 
ity. In picking the teams this way it did away with the playing of a varsity tournament 
after the weight tournament as teams A and B were considered the best. So in award- 
ing monograms they were given to men who showed the best ability, and were worthy 
of the award. Monograms were given to Downs, Boyce, Lawrence Simpson, Ortale, 
Gunnar, Cunion, Huncke and Fail. Five of these men being team "A*' players, two team 
"B'* and one man of team *'C." 

The Freshmen basketball team finished third in their tournament. Roosevelt took 
first place and Lincoln copped second place. The tournament this year was held be- 
tween the freshmen of the four high schools, the new Lincoln Junior High, Amos Hiatt 
Junior, and Washington Irving. Each school had two teams ranked as team "A" and 
team "B." 

North High's freshmen showed up well and as the men develop they will be valu- 
able material for coming teams.

TRACK EVENTS. 

CITY TRACK MEET. 

This year the city meet was blessed with a clear sky, and the Twenty-third Annual 
City Track meet of the Des Moines High schools, was held on Saturday, May second, 
at the Drake Stadium. The clear skies and the fast condition of the track made it pos- 
sible for the athletes to hang up some new records. 

Under these favorable conditions the meet witnessed the breaking of three city rec- 
ords. The first one to fall was that of the broad jump, Smith of West making a leap 
of 20 feet, 7 3-4 inches. Another record to go under was that of the discus throw, Voss 
of West making the heave of 113 feet 2 inches. Brunk of Roosevelt and Garland of 
East set a new record in the high jump when they both cleared the bar at 5 feet 4 1-8 
inches. This year East and West divided honors with fifty-eight points apiece. In the 
past two or three years East High had been inclined to grab first honors, but was forced 
to divide the honors this year. The Polar Bears took third place with 20 points and 
Roosevelt landed fourth place with 18 points. 

Bolyard, who took first for North this year in high hurdles, repeated his perform- 
ance of a year ago. He show^ed his superiority by leading the field in a pretty race and 
going over the hurdles in great style. 

Kenneth Nelson who throws the discus was forced to take a second place when 
Voss of West beat him by a few inches. 

"Bubby" Brown took fourth place in the 100 yard and the 220 yard dashes. He 
ran a pretty race and gave all he had, but two men squeezed in between first and fourth 
place. 

North took a third place in the half mile relay race. A week before at the Drake 
Relays North took fourth place but the Polar Bears sneaked up a notch on them. 

Kenneth Jones took another first place for North in the low hurdle event. Kenneth 
is a fast man and gets over those hurdles in real form. Jones should be a dependable 
man for next year. 

GRINNELL. 

On Saturday, May 10, the Polar Bears journeyed to Grinnell and as a result tied 
East High for sixth place. North tocHc a first in the 440 yard dash and third places in 
the discus throw and the high hurdles. Schlater took a first place in the quarter mile. 
Schlater will be a good man for next year for he is one who trains and gives all he has at 
all times. 

Merrill Bolyard took a third place in the high hurdles. He ran a good race and 
showed that he was a good man for st ate competition. 

Nelson took third in the discus throw. Competition was plenty stiflf in this depart- 
ment. The fellow who took first tossed it 120 feet 4 inches.

This year's track season, from North High's point of view, was quite successful. 
"Billy" Sherman's efforts produced a much better squad than last year's. Last year 
North didn't even place in the Grinnell meet or the Iowa City meet, but this year th( 
Polar Bears captured some places. W e let the state know that we w^ere on the ma; 
Again, summing up the track season as a whole, the track season of 1924 can be counted 
as successful. 

POINT WINNERS CITY MEET. 
K. Jones. 

Kenneth Jones, the Polar Bear's star hurdler, placed first in the city meet. Jonc^ 
led the field in a pretty race, going over the hurdles in good form and easy fashion. Ken- 
neth will be a dependable man for next year, and should take this event again, for he 
has the qualities that make a good hurdler.

Lawrence Robertson is another point winner in the city meet. He took fourtl 
place in the mile run. Robertson ran a good consistent race in order to take the fourth 
place. A mile run is a strenuous race. Lawrence will be another good man for next 
year. North hopes he w^ill take a first place next year.

Julian Schlater.

Julian will be another one of Sherman's reliable men for nex 
track season.

Kenneth Nelson is the weight man on the track team. Nelson has specialized in the 
discus throw and has been hurling the platter around 110 feet all season. Nelson took 
second in the city meet placing close behind Voss of West Des Moines who won the 
event. At the annual Grinnell interscholastic meet Kenney placed third in the discus, 
being beaten by Reeves of Winfield and Boettyer of Grinnell. The distance for the 
event at this meet was 120 feet 4 inches. Nelson is a valuable man on the track squad 
and North will miss him w^hen he graduates in June. 

*'Bubby" Brown. 

Brown is the one of the sprinters on the track team. Bubby finished fourth in 
his events at the city meet. He took fourth in both the 220 yard dash and the 100 yard 
dash. **Bubby" Brown did not confine his track efforts to one event, but branched to 
and took in broad jumping as well as the sprints. He placed fourth in the state inter- 
scholastic meet held at Iowa City. Brown was the only North High man to place in 
this meet. North High loses a good track man when Bubby graduates this June. 



Merrill Bolyard. 



Merrill Bolyard is the high hurdle artist of the track team. Bolyard runs the sticks 
in great style, being a hard man for anyone to beat. Merrill was the only point win- 
ner back from last year's team and he has proved to be an asset to the team this year. 
He is a dependable point winner. Bolyard won the 120 yard high hurdles in the city 
meet. His time was 18 flat. In the track meet at Grinnell College he took third in his 
event, being beaten by Geneva of Albia and Beauchamp of Winfield. The winners of 
this ran a dead heat and set a new Grinnell meet record of 16 4-10 in this event. Bol- 
yard wi\ Igraduate before next track season. 

Mile Relay Team. 

The mile relay team which is composed of Schlater, Barker, Brown, Harvey and 
Roper, placed three in the city meet. Only four out of the five men named above ran 
in the mile relay as each man on the team runs a quarter, but Coach Sherman has five 
men in case one becomes unable to run. Only two of these men are lost by graduation. 
Roper and Barker leave in June, and Schlater, in January. The other men will be back 
next year, giving Coach Sherman a working basis for his mile relay team. 




Freshmen Track Meet. 

The freshmen track meet was again held this year, and as a result of this meet North 
took fourth place. This was not the only result, however, because our Coach got an 
opportunity to look over his track material for next season. 

One of the outstanding features of this meet was the half mile relay race. The 
Polar Bears took first place in this event after running a pretty race. The relay team is 
composed of Roy Russ, Gerald Webster, Jay Gould, and Alorris Swartz. 

Roy Russ captured a third place in the 220 yard dash. He ran a hard and consist- 
ent race, but there were two runners who slipped ahead of him. 

Russ tied for second place in the high jump. 

Morris Swartz took a third place in the broad jump. Swartz made a good jump 
for a freshman and should develop into one of the best jumpers of the city in three 
years' time.

The swimmers placed third in the meet at Ames and at Iowa City. They also finished 
third in the city meet.

With only a few veterans back, 
he built up a team that is a credit to the school and factor in state swimming circles 
for state records were made by some of the men.

Moses 
was a consistent point winner all season, placing in the Iowa University meet and the 
Ames meet.

He has been swimming second to Chennell of East 
during the past season, and has at various times pushed him so that Chennell had to 
set a new state record to win from him. 

Schlater was placed on the second all-state team, being entered in the dives. Schlater 
placed third in his event in the city swimming meet. 

The frosh team won the city meet this year by half a point. Stewart, by winning 
second in the 40 yard backstroke, clinched the meet. The events in which North placed 
were dives, Jack ^McGuire first; relay, second; 40 yard breaststroke. Ballantine, second; 
40 yard dash, McDonald third ; plunge. Miner first, and 40 yard backstroke Stewar^ 
second ; Baumer fourth. 

The showing the Freshmen made indicates that the swimming team next year will 
be a good one. In addition to the freshmen several of the Varsity men will be back, in- 
cluding Farrell, Warriner and Moses.

At the state meet at Iowa City Wiegle and Beck- 
emian both reached the fourth round in the singles, the rest droppmg out m rounds be- 
fore that In the doubles the Beckerman and Wiegle double team reached the third 
round, the round before the semi-finals. In the city interscholastic meets our team per- 
formed in a similar manner. 

The boys team was composed of Wyllard Stone, Minor Stone, Wilbur Wiegle, Louis 
Beckerman, Charles Fail, Nelson Royal, Tetch Campbell, Kenneth Lanning Loren 
Crosten and Ariel Smith. From these ten the different teams were picked. Ihe girls 
teams were composed of Marjorie Eaton, Ruby Kellar, Edwina Galusha, Augusta 
Towner, Margaret Jennings, Bessie Bloom, Helen Farrell, and Ruth Burke.
